But it would be unfortunate if 
he were to be remembered for 


this particular failing. He is a. 
‘much better goalkeeper that he 


has appeared this season and 
during his length of time with the

tacular saves, including one 
against Hayes on Monday night. 

His poor form has nothing to 
do with his departure, however.
